HEAVILY SHACKLED FOR 4 -HOUR TRIP 


Three Men W ho W ill Die for Fea»terville Tavern Shoot­ 
ing Appear Dejected W hen Shackled lo State Troop­ 
er* — Awakened at Doylestown at 3.30— Fourth 
Car in Motorcade Equipped with Short Wave Radio.

D O Y LEST O W N , Mar. SI — The three men con­ 
victed in Bucks county courts of lite slaying of William 
Kelly, outside the Feasterville Tavern, December 22nd, 
1947, arrived at the death house in the Western Peniten­ 
tiary this morning at 9.45 o'clock. The trio, heavily 
shackled to stale trooper#, and guarded extraordinarily, 
left here this morning ut 4.1 £>. l ite only thing now which 
can save the men from being electrocuted early Monday 
morning will be a lust-minute reprieve by Governor John 
S. I’ine. The general opinion is that such a reprieve will 
not lye granted. 
File three men have been in the Bucks 
county jail for I IHS days. 
Hie three are: (larry /eitz, 22; Harold Foster, 27; 
and David Darcy, 26. 
A fourth member, Felix Capone, 16 when he partied 
pated, is serving life imprisonment in the Eastern Peni­ 
tentiary.
